their physical condition is and 
what to do to prevent the con- 
dition from becoming worse. We 
are of the opinion that these 
examinations will find minor 
disorders that if taken care of 
at present may eliminate costly 
hospital, surgery and treatment 
bills later. This applies particu- 
larly to the wives, and also the 
kids. More on this later. 

The next meeting of the local 
will be Thursday, February 24, 
at which time will be the final 
opportunity to bring up any 
changes you wish to be entered 
in the new agreement. Deadline 
for all proposals to be in the 
hands of the negotiators is 
March 1, 1955.
